Tlio iiuestion 
wiiB asked, la It true the atorekoopeia if 
Nanaimo havo joined with the atrikers to 
iiitiuiidiito tlie white miners at W elling- 
ton I 'I'he pri'^ss telegram on the su'.>jeet 
terlaiiily juaiilied tho em|utry, and tlie 
public will be f,dad to lioar that no intimi- 
dation was resorted to; but it is not ile- 
iiied tliat iiuual pressuie was briJiiglit in 
boar to do— what ( To urge every white 
man to quit the Wellingloii colliery and 
abandon tho work to Uhineso. Sucli has 
been the etlect of the biiBiiieas men and 
miners joining. Tiiey havo not got nd 
..f the Chinese; but they have got rid of 
I he whites. Was it gund pulley l.i lliruw 
till! Collieries into the h.iiids ol Chinese '. 
And ia it fair that the meeting should 
wink at the employment of Chinese by 
other colliuiy companies and oilier iiiiiieis 
in the same district while they coiideinn- 
ed the Wellington company I In one in- 
stance, at least, a redhot apeakor at the 
laat meeting is in the pay of a colliery 
company by w hom Chiiieae are cuiiataiilly 
employed, and himself employs a (Jliineae 
luuudryuian to do his washing. It is in- 
stailcuB such us tliesu tll.it have destroyed 
tho conlideiice of tho workiiigmoii of Vic- 
toria in the priife.-sinns of tho Wellington 
strikers, and given riao to a well gromul- 
«d suspicion tiiat an attempt is being 
made to impart tn the strike a [joliiical 
coinploxiou. 'I'he real object of tho strike 
has been lust sight of iiud the business 
men of Naiiainio (although we acipiit 
them of the iiiipiit.itioii of intiiiiidatioiij 
liave acted with de[jl. iralile iiiiiiscret i.iii 
in allowing themselves to be made use of 
by designing deiiiag^ giies and wornout 
liolitical hacks. They should retrace 
their steps ere it is too late. 

77/ /s FliKNCU coUtKIES. 

'I'he French liillieilo, although they 
have made great elbiits at colniiizatmn, 
cannot bo said to have greatly diat ingu ■ 
ished tlieiiiaelvoH in that line. 'Ihey liave 
isolalcul colonies in Africa, .-Vmorica and 
I Icoaiiica, but they havo made no groat 
progress, and though they havo been at it 
lor centuries, they have no siileiidid 
specimens to sliuw liki' .Australia or the 
liomiliion of Canada stretching iieroaa the 
width !if a continent parallel with the 
territory of one of tho greatest nations ot 
modern times sprung from a similar 
source. .As a rule a l''n'iRli ciiloiiy is an 
e.xolic, sonielhmg transplanted, which 
never fairly lays hold of tlie soil, but (bt- 
punda in a great measure on the mother 
uniiiitry for its existence. Let ua take 
Algeria for instance. In Algiers itself 
there is nothing but a forced and spuri- 
ous attein[)t at raiisiaii civilization, with 
its theatre's ami cafes and places of amuse- 
ment, but theie is nothing growing or 
taking rout — no iiianiilact ui es or com 
nicrce, only a large military establishiuent 
and outside the city— the Araba. The 
Froiicli, then, in spite of all their efforts, 
oven under the most favtirable conditions, 
are not really a colonizing people, and 
although they have planted small Cohuiies 
here and there, they will probably never 
arrive at tho dignity of a colonial empire 
worthy the name. Of late they have 
been very active in this line, probably 
from a want of other objects of interest, 
and rectiiit disiiatehea would .seem to dim- 
ly forsluulow souu: schenio of cidonial con- 
federatiiui ot all the FreiRh colonies. 
The cabinet has adopted a propo.sal of 
the minister of inaiiiio to create a su- 
perior council for the colonies to be com 
poa d of thirty-si.\- members. The dis- 
patch is soinewhal meagre, and docs not 
say whether these members are to bo 
elected by the colonies themseives (U- 
otherwise. The former probably, es 
pecially us the sympathy of the Catholic 
iniasious is to bo enlisted in the work o( 
colonial extension. When colonies 
are numerous and comparatively small 
like those of the French, this is doubtless 
a 3t0[i ill the right direction, especially if 
at least, a proportion of the members of 
the proposed council are friuii the cido- 
iiioa themselves, and havo thus an oppor- 
tunity of representing their wants and 
wishes directly to the home goveniinent, 
without being liable to the caprice or want 
of judgment in the otlicials who may be 
sent to preside over them. An (jarlier 
dovelopiiiont of a system of tliia kind 
would doubtless iiave prevented iiiiiny 
niisuiidei'slandings between the home 
..overiimeiit and our own colonies. A 
i^eneral federtilion of ihc difrereiil colo- 
nies of the I'.ritish empire, with repre- 
sentation ill the imperial parliament is a 
mntter which htis been long under dis- 
euasioii, and may probable at some time 
become an accomplished fact, aa it would 
.serve as a sort of bindm.g rnpo until they 
uro ready to launch out as empires tliem_ 
selves and assume all the umnerous and 
formidable respmiBibililies of the condi- 



tion. It is probably that further dia- 
patchea will inform ua more particularly 
of the French e-ohuiiid policy; but there 
is little doubt that the <dd ambition lia.s 
revived, and will probably eon.stitute as 
good a plaything .la anything else until 
the next European war. 

METLAKAHTLA TlCOULlLES. 

The latest phase of alVairs at .Metla- 
kahtia is of a more serious character than 
the mere (lucstioii of s|iirilual supreiiiaey 
H Inch has heretofore agitated that coin- 
miinily. The new i|Ui-stioii is agrarian 
ill Its character. The native villagers 
claim the land by virtue of their posses- 
sion of tho same throu-jh countless jieiier- 
ations. When the town of Mellakahtla 
was founded streets were lai.l out aiid 
lionses erected upon coilaiii and uuifoiin 
lines. Thoso lines have been establisluil 
by careful observance for many ycar.i; 
but now coiuo the small and somewhat 
aggressive jiarty who surround tho bishop 
and propose to establish linos of their 
own.' They desire to erect biiibliiigs 
wheresoever they may see lit, to block up 
atreeta lU- occupy lots which are aire. oly 
in the possession of Mr. Ihiiican's ad- 
herents, who outniimbor the bi.-,lio]i's 
parly in the proportion of 100 to 1. .\t 
latest advices the coiumunity of Metla- 
kahtia waa greatly e.xcited and the In 
ilians were (ireparing to fiucibly resist 
the proposed occupation of their [iioperty . 
It would seem to a ilisi ii teresi ed spectator 
that the tune baa arriveil when some de- 
cisive action should be taken to prevent 
the unhappy relations existing at Metla 
kahtia assuming a more serious aspect. 
Notliing savo the good advice of iNIr. 
Duncan baa thus far prevented blood 
shed; and his inlliieuce may not siilliee ti' 
keep the excited Indians in check in the 
lace of this fresh provocation. 

Tho Wolllngrton Strike. 

To riii; Ei>i I'oii —Although no doubt 
the iiiiiieis of Wellington have trained a 
large number of Chinese so that they are 
jiiat as capable of niiiiiiig coal as the iniii 
era who are now amiLHilig themselves by 
refuaing to work or allowing others to do 
so, I think it would be a misfortune 
were the proprietors to substilule Chin- 
ese for white men altogether. 

It is not desirable that I'.ritish Coliiin- 
i)ia should be turned into a Chinese col- 
ony. The country is capable of support- 
ing a large population of nur own race 
and kindred and they should be encour- 
aged to come here and aid in building it 
n[i. Free institutions cannot be inaile a 
success in this portion of .America if the 
majority of the pi'piil.-it iiui is allowed to 
be Asiatic. Regardless of the interests o| 
theprovinceand in furtlieraiiceot theirow n 
seltish ends the miners of Wellington lia\ e 
done everything they eould to make min- 
ers of the Chinese aiul are ii"W straining 
every nerve in the attemiit to coiiiptd the 
proprietors of the miiiea to put on t_'hiiia- 
meii by throwing obstacles in their way 
in the employment of while labor. It is 
to be hoped that the miners will fail and 
that before deciding to work the mine 
with Chinese the proprietors will take 
steiis to obtain w liile miners from other 
places. 

l)f course it cannot be expected that 
Meaars. Uunsmiiir iV: Ci>. would taki; back 
the miners who have treated tln-ni ao 
acurvily except at lo.ver wages. No buai 
ness man whoso em ploy oes throw up good 
tituatioiis and leave liini in tho lurch over 
thinks of emiiloying them again. As the 
old saying runs "there are as good lish in 
the sea as ever came out of it " and there 
are tens of thousands of miners just as 
good iis the Wellington iniiiera. In the 
I iiited .States at the i)reaent time there 
are llioiisaiids of thelil ill I'eiisylvania 
alone, out of work because of ocerprodnc- 
tioii;aiiy of whom would gladlj work at 
the Wellington eollnuy at lower wagrs 
than the imui were getting who struck 
from wliat in America is called ' imre 
eiisBodiiess. " 

Now that the Nortlieiii I'acilic railw.iy 
iacompleteil two or three hundred miners 
can be brought from I 'oiisyK an i,i to \'an- 
coiiver Island at fifty doll.irs per head. 
They w.uild gladly come if Ihey were sure 
of work which would pay them two ih. liars 
and fifty cents per day as that ia more 
than cistern rates and in oonseipienee lU 
the depressi(Ui they caniiil low get 
that. ( Iwiiig to I he dtil les at Sao l''raii- 
CISCO I'.ritish ColuiiiMa ci'iil has a li.iril 
task to compete with that of I'liget S. uinl. 
Dunainuir iV Co. are so far the only peo- 
ple who havo sticccoded in doing so. in 
most instances coal mining on Vancouver 
Island has not been a success. The F.iilk- 
ley mine and the Hay lies Sound mine were 
both failures and even llie N'ancouver 
Cuin|)any's mine has for a long tiiio' paid 
no dividends. These facts point to the 
necessity of mining coal on N'aiicoiiver 
Islaiiii chea[ier I ban heretofore if this 
province is to succeed in coiiijioting with 
other coal producing sections on the I'a 
citic coast. 

I'oi the miners to split the duly ..f 7-"' 
cents per ton with the niiiie proprietor.-, 
would be a fair thing, but a reduction for 
milling from '.10 cents p"r ton to oL'i pei 
cent, wiuild press somewhat hea\ ily op
